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INTRODUCTION, 

NOTHING  has  contributed  more  to 
the  advancement  of  fcience,  than  the 
eftablifhment  of  literary  focieties.  Thefe 
excite  a  generous  ardour  in  liberal  minds,  and 
raife  even  envy  itfelf  into  ufeful  emulation. 

The  principal  part  of  our  knowledge  muft 
he  ever  derived  from  comparing  our  own 

obfervations  with  thofe  of  others.  In  this 

« 

view  the  utility  of  focieties,  which  afford  an 
opportunity  for  the  mutual  communication 
of  our  thoughts,  muft  be  fufficiently  apparent. 
Books  cannot  folve  all  our  difficulties,  nor 
will  the  obfervations  made  in  other  ages  and 
climates,  hold  always  true  in  our  own. 

The  intention  of  this  fociety  Is  to  give 
practitioners  in  medicine  frequent  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  meeting  together,  and  conferring  with 
each  other,  concerning  any  difficult  or  un¬ 
common  cafes  which  may  have  occurred  ;  or 
communicating  any  new  difcoveries  in  medi¬ 
cine  which  have  been  made,  either  at  home 
or  abroad. 

Papers,  which  tend  to  the  advancement 
of  the  fcience,  will  be  received  by  the  fociety,. 
and  fuch  as  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  publi¬ 
cation,  carefully  preferved,  until  fufficient 
matter  for  a  volume  lliall  be  collected, 
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In  order  to  excite  practitioners  to  bring 
thofe  talents  to  light,  which  would  otherwife 
lie  buried  and  ufelefs  to  the  community,  the 
fociety  have  refolved  to  hold  forth  honorary 
rewards  to  thofe  who  {hall  improve  the  me¬ 
dical  art :  and  although  this  has  not  been 
'hitherto  attempted  in  thefe  kingdoms,  yet 
they  hope  that  their  example  may  appear  not 
altogether  unworthy  of  imitation. 

The  fociety  has  likewife  founded  a  me¬ 
dical  library,  that  its  members  may  obtain 
an  eafy  accefs  to  the  befl;  ancient  and  modern 
authors. v 

Animated  with  thefe  defigns,  the  fociety 
fuhmit  their  plan  to  the  confideration  of  the 
faculty  in  general,  whofe  affiftance  is  re- 
quelled,  in  order  to  render  it  extenfively  be¬ 
neficial  to  mankind.

CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  different  Branches  of  the  Society ,  and 
the  Qualifications  of  its  Members . 

fociety  (hall  confift  of  phyfi- 
I  cians,  furgeons,  and  apothecaries, 
divided  into  fellows,  correfponding  members, 
and  candidates. 

2.  Hie  number  of  fellows  fhali  be  re- 
fiddled  to  thirty  in  each  branch  ot  the  pro- 
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feflion,  who  alone  fhall  direct  the  affairs  of 
the  fociety,  and  be  eligible  into  any  office. 

3.  No  perfon  fhall  be  eligible  as  a  fellow, 
or  candidate  of  this  fociety,  unlefs  fettled  in 
bufmefs  in  the  city  of  London,  or  within 
feven  miles  thereof. 

4.  No  phyfician  fhall  be  eligible  as  a  fel¬ 
low,  who  does  not  produce  a  diploma,  and 
teftimonials  of  having  ftudied  medicine  regu- 
larly  in  fome  univerfity,  unlefs  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  college  of  phyficians  of  London. 

5.  No  furgeon  fliall  be  eligible  as  a  fel¬ 
low,  who  has  not  been  approved  of  by  the 
court  of  examining  furgeons* 

6.  As  foon  as  any  one  of  the  three  claffes 
of  which  the  fociety  confifts,  fhall  have  thirty 
fellows,  thofe  perfons  who  may  defire  to  be¬ 
come  members  of  the  fociety,  can  be  admitted 
only  on  the  lift  of  candidates. 

7.  Thefe  candidates  fhall  enjoy  all  the  pri¬ 
vileges  of  fellows,  except  that  of  voting  in 
any  queftion  which  may  come  before  the 

'  fociety. 

8.  They  fhall  pay  the  fame  fine  on  ad- 
million,  and  the  fame  annual  fubfcription 
with  the  fellows  :  But  when  eledfed  into  the 
lift  of  fellows,  they  fhall  not  be  required  to 

»pay  a  fecond  admiffion  fine. 

9.  When  any  vacancy  fliall  happen  in  the 
lift  of  fellows,  it  fhall  be  filled  up  by  ballot 
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from  the  candidates  of  that  diftindi  branch  of 
the  foeiety  in  which  fuch  vacancy  occurred. 

10.  This  election  £hali  be  always  made  at 
one  of  the  two  general  meetings  of  the  fo¬ 
eiety,  hereafter  to  he  named. 

11.  No  perfon  fhall  be  eligible  as  a  corre- 
fpondin-g  member  who  refides  within  feven 
miles  of  London.  Nor  fliall  any  perfon  be 
elected  on  that  lift,  who  has  not  delivered  a 
memoir  to  the  foeiety,  which  has  received  its 
approbation. 

12.  If  any  perfon  who  has  been  eledted  a 
eorrefponding  member,  fhall  come  to  re  fide 
in  or  within  feven  miles  of  London,  he  fhall, 
on  paying  his  admiffion  fine,  and  figning 
the  obligation,  be  admitted  a  fellow,  if  there 
fhould  be  a  vacancy  in  the  lift  on  which  he 
muft  Hand.  But  if  the  lift  fhould  be  full, 
or  any  candidate  on  it,  he  fhall  be  admitted 
a  candidate  without,  farther  ballot. 

1 3.  No  proprietor  of  any  empyrical  noftrum 
fliall  be  eligible  into  this  foeiety. 


CHAP  T  E  R  II. 

Of  the  EleBion  and  Admiffion  of  Members . 

1.  Every  perfon  who  defires  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  a  menfber  of  the  foeiety,  fliall  be  recom¬ 
mended  by  three  or  more  fellows  on  their 

perfonat 
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perforial  knowledge,  or  from  his  being  j 
known  to  them  by  his  works. 

2.  In  the  recommendation,  the  profeffion 
and  place  of  abode  of  the  perfon  propofed 
for  eledtion  fhall  be  fpecified. 

3.  The  recommendation  fhall  be  delivered 
to  one  of  the  fecretaries,  and  firft  read  in  the 
council,  that  they  may  be  fatisfied  that  the 
perfon  recommended  is  defirous  of  becoming 
a  member,  has  been  informed  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  fociety,  arid  is  eligible  accord-* 
ing  to  its  flatutes. 

4.  The  recommendation  fhall  then  be  read 
at  the  enfuing  meeting  of  the  fociety,  and 
directed  to  be  hung  up  in  the  common 
meeting  room  for  two  fucceeding  ordinary 
meetings. 

5*  An  abftradl  of  it,  with  the  names  of 
thofe  who  recommended  the  candidate,  fhall 
be  inferted  in  the  books  of  the  fociety,  and 
read  at  each  of  thefe  meetings. 

6.  On  the  laft  of  thefe  meetings  the  votes 
fhall  be  taken  by  ballot,  if  twelve  fellows  of 
the  fociety  be  then  prefent. 

jl  If  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  the  fel¬ 
lows  prefent  ballot  in  favour  of  the  candi¬ 
date,  he  fhall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

8.  If  it  appear  upon  the  ballot,  that  the 
perfon  propofed  cannot  be  admitted  a  mem- 
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her,  no  notice  thereof  fliall  be  taken  in  the 
minutes. 

9.  The  admiffion  of  'every  perfon  who 
fliall  be  chofen  a  fellow  or  candidate*  fhall 
be  at  fome  ordinary  meeting,  when,  after 
lie  has  paid  his  admiffion  fine,  he  fliall  fign 
the  following  obligation : 

u  We  whofe  names  are  hereunto  fubfcribed, 
promife  that  we  will  endeavour  to  promote 
44  the  honour*  and  obferve  «the  regulations 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  London,  as 
long  as  we  fliall  continue  members  there- 
«  of.” 

10.  The  prefideat  fliall  then  take  him  by 
the  hand  faying, 

u  By  the  authority  delegated  to  me  by  the 
“  Medical  Society  of  London,  I  admit  you  a 
u  fellow  [or  candidate]  thereof.” 

11.  Any  perfon  refilling  to  fign  the  obli¬ 
gation,  fliall  not  be  received  as  a  member  of 
the  fociety. 

CHAPTE  R  III. 

Of  the  Payment  of  Admiffion  Fines 9  Annual 

Contributions ,  &c\ 

1.  Every  perfon  who  fhall  be  elected  a  fel¬ 
low  or  candidate  of  this  fociety  fhall,'  before 
his  admiffion,  pay  the  fum  of  two  guineas. 

2.  If 
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If  any  per  fon  ihall  neglect  to  pay  Ms 
admiffion  fine  within  two  months  after  being 
elected  a  fellow"  or  candidates  imlefs  pre¬ 
vented  by  illnels,  or  any  other  unavoidable 
accidents  his  election  fhall  be  void,  and  he 
ihall  be  rendered  incapable  of  being  propofed 
again  for  the  fpaee  of  one  year* 

3.  Every  fellow  or  candidate,  as  long  as  fa 
continues  a  members  iliall  pay  to  the  fociety 
the  annual  fum  of  one  guinea* 

4.  Mo  perfon  fixaM  have  a  vote  in  the  so¬ 
ciety  if  fix  months  in  arrear. 

5*  If  any  member  iliall  neglefit  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  annual  contribution  for  two 
years,  he  ihall,  at  the  end  of  two  months 
after  notice  has  been  given  him  by  the  fecre- 
tary,  be  liable  to  expul  fion  from  the  fociety, 

6.  If  any  member  Ihall  advance  to  the  fo¬ 
ci  ety  the  fum  of  ten  guineas  above  his  .ad- 

miffion  fine,  and  all  arrears  then  due,  tie

iliall  be  exempted  from  all  annual  payments 
for  the  future* 

7*  No  fine  on  admiffion  or  annual  contribu¬ 
tion  is  expected  from  correfpondiag  members. 

.  C  HAP  T  E  R  IV* 

Of  the  Officers,  Council'  and  Committees* 

1.  For  the  purpofe  of  conducting  with  re¬ 
gularity  the  affairs  of  the  fed  c  tv,  there  Ihall 

be 
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be  eleded  annually,  a  prefident,  a  treafitref* 

a  librarian,  three  fecretaries,  a  council,  and 

* 

three  committees. 

2.  This  election  fhall  be  by  ballot  on  the 
firit  of  the  two  general  meetings. 

3.  Particular  fummonfes  fhall  be  fent  to 
every  fellow,  together  with  two  printed  lids, 
at  leaf!  three  days  before  the  time  of  election. 

4.  One  of  thefe  lifts  fhall  contain  the  name 
of  every  member,  with  marks  affixed,  fhew- 
ing  what  office  he  has  formerly  held  or  now 
holds  in  the  fociety* 

5.  Such  members  likewife  as  are  not  eligi¬ 
ble  to  any  office,  or  to  that  only  'which  they 
may  hold  at  the  time  of  eledion,  fhall  be 
refpedively  diftinguifhed,  to  the  end  that  no 
per fon  may  throw  awray  his  vote. 

6.  The  fecond  balloting  lift  fhall  have  the 
offices  and  places  printed,  with  blank  fpaces 
left  for  the  infertion  of  the  names  of  thofe 
perfons  who  fhall -be  thought  beft  qualified  to 
fill  them. 

7.  Every  fellow  who  attends,  fhall  firft 
deliver  his  name  to  one  of  the  fecretaries  at-* 
tending  the  ballot,  and  afterwards  put  either 
the  printed  lift  filled  up,  or  a  Written  one  if 
lie  chufes  it,  into  the  balloting  glafs. 

8.  The  ballot  fhall  be  opened  at  the  bout4 
of  one,  and  doled  half  an  hour  paft  two  in 
the  afternoon,  after  which  it  fhall  be  ex¬ 
amined 
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amined  by  the  fecretaries  of  the  fociety,  tqge* 
ther  with  two  ferutineers  of  the  members  pre- 
fen  t,  drawn  by  Sot  by  the  prefideei. 

Should  any  lift  contain  more  'names  to 
fill  up  any  office,  than  the  fellow  had  a  right: 
to  infert ;  the  irregular  part  only  of  fuch  lift 
fliall  be  fet  a  fide,  and  the  remaining  part  of  it 
be  taken  as  if  no  fuch  miftake  had  exifted* 
ig,  No  perfon  fliall  be  eligible  to  any  office, 
who  £hal!  be  fix  months  in  arrear  to  the  fo¬ 
ci  ety  when  the  lifts  are  ordered  to  be  printed, 
which  fliall  be  done  by  the  council ,  on  the 
eighth  day  before  the  eleftiom 

II.  In  this  election  if  any  doubt  or  diffi- 
cutty  arife,  in  relation  to  the  perfons  who 
lhali  have  the  majority  of  voices  ?  or  to  the 
manner  of  voting,  or  whenever  there  lhali 
be  an  equality  of  voices  in  favour  of  different 
fellows,  the  fame  fliall  be  determined  by  the 
majority  of  the  council  of  the  preceding  year 
then  prefent.  # 

12c  If  any  vacancies  happen  in  the  inter¬ 
vals  of  the  anniverfary  election ,  they  fliall  be 
filled  up  in  the  manner  above  fpecified. 

13.  No  perfon  fliall  remain  in  any  office* 
or  place  in  the  council,  longer  than  three 
years*  Nothing  in  this  rule  however,  fliall 
preclude  any  member,  who  has  enjoyed  one 
office  for  the  limited  fpace  of  time,  from  be¬ 
ing  defied,  to  another. 
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%  CHAPTER  V.  - 

Of  the  P refluent. 

r.  The  prefident,  when  prefent,  fhall  take 
the  chair  at  all  meetings  of  the  fociety.  He 
fhall  regulate  all  debates,  and  prevent  any 
from  being  profecuted  upon  trivial  fubjedts. 
He  fhall  hate  and  put  all  queftions,  according 
to  the  intention  of  the  movers.  He  fhall 
film  moil  all  extraordinary  meetings  of  the 
fociety,  and  enforce  the  execution  of  their 
Ifatutes. 

2.  In  the  abfence  of  the  prefident,  the 
treafurer,  and  in  his  abfence  the  librarian, 
fhall  prefide  in  the  fociety ;  and  in  their  ab¬ 
fence,  the  fenior  member  of  the  council  or 
fellow  of  the  fociety  who  is  prefent,  fhall 
take  the  chair  for  that  meeting. 

3.  All  members  fhall  pay  implicit  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  preiidcnt  in  the  execution  of 
his  office. 

z}.  The  prefident  fhall  only  vote  when  the 
fuffrages  are  equal. 

5.  The  prefident  whilffc  in  the  chair  fhall 
be  always  covered,  except  when  addreffing 
himfelf  to  the  whole  fociety. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

Of  the  Lreafurer. 

1.  The  money  belonging  to  the  fociety 
ihall  be  kept  by  the  treafurer.  - 

2,  He  (hall  keep  a  regular  account  of  all 
receipts  and  diiburfements ;  which  fhall  be 
audited  by  the  council  at  their  meetings,  im¬ 
mediately  preceding  the  two  general  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  fociety. 

3.  Every  fum  of  money,  payable  for  the 
ufe  of  the  fociety,  of  fix  pounds  or  un¬ 
der,  fhall  be  paid  by  order  of  the  council, 
figned  by  the  prefident  and  one  of  the 
fecretaries ;  and  if  the  fum  exceed  fix  pounds, 
it  fhall  not  be  paid  without  an  order  from  the 
fociety. 

4,  Whenever  the  council,  or  any  five  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  fociety,  defire  to  fee  the  treafurer’s 
accounts,  he  ihall  produce  them,  and  be  at 
all  times  ready  to  pay  to  the  fociety  any  ba~* 
lance  which  may  be  in  his  hands. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Of  the  Librarian  and  Library. 

\ 

1.  The  books  fhall  be  properly  arranged, 
and  each  volume  diftindly  numbered.  An 
alphabetical  catalogue  fliall  be  kept  of  all  the 
printed  books,  expreffing  the  edition,  place 

where 
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where  printed,  date*  fee,  price,  and  number 
M  it  Hands  io  the  library,  A  Separate  cata¬ 
logue  Shall  be  kept  of  the  manufcripts,  ranged 
under  proper  heads,  Thefe  catalogues  Shall 
he  always  open  in  the  library  for  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  every  member. 

<* 

%.  A  paper  Shall  be  kept*  wherein,  againft 
each  member’s  name,  the  number  of  any  book 
taken  by  him  from  the  library,  and  the  time 
when,  fliail  be  marked  ;  and  as  foon  as  re¬ 
turned,  a  line  Shall  be  drawn  through  the 
number,  in  the  prefence  of  the  per  ion  who 
brings  the  book. 

3.  A  printed  paper  Shall  be  affixed  to  the 
infide  of  each  volume,  containing  the  name 
of  the  Society,  the  number  of  the  book,  and 
an  abstract  of  the  laws  relative  to  the  receiving 
and  returning  of  hooks  ;  and  if  Such  book 
were  prefented  to  the  Society,  the  'donor’s 
name  Shall  be  fubfcribed  by  the  librarian. 

4.  The  library  Shall  be  always  open  on 
Monday  and  Friday,  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  twelve*  when  all  books  Shall  be  Sent 
for  and  returned  to  the  library. 

5.  Any  member  Shall  have  the  liberty  at 
thefe  times  of  vifiting  the  library,  and  read¬ 
ing  and  taking  extracts  from  Such  books  or 
manufcripts,  as  he  has  previously  applied  for 
to  the  librarian  or  his  deputy,. 
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6.  Every  member  fending  for  a  boot  fhaii 
write  down  the  title,  figning  and  directing 
it  To  the  librarian  of  the  Medical  Society  of 
London. 

7.  If  a  book  when  fent  for,  be  in  the  pof- 
feflion  of  another  member,  an  anfwer  fhaii 
be  returned,  containing  the  name  of  the  per- 
fon  who  has  it,  and  the  time  when  it  was 
taken  out  of  the  library. 

8.  No  member  lhall  have  more  than  two 
volumes  at  a  time  in  his  poffeffion. 

9.  No  member  fhaii  detain  a  pamphlet  or 
duodecimo  above  one  week  ;  an  odtavo  two 
weeks ;  a  quarto  three  weeks  ;  and  a  folio  four 
weeks ;  after  which  period  he  fhaii  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  one,  two,  three,  or  four  fhillings, 
in  proportion  to  its  fize,  for  each  week  he  fhaii 
detain  it,  provided  fuch  penalty  exceed  not  the 
value  affixed  to  the  book  by  the  council. 

10.  No  manufcript  fhaii  be  taken  out  of 
the  library,  without  a  written  permiffion  from 
the  council. 

11.  All  new  publications  fhaii  remain  in 
the  library  for  the  fpace  of  one,  two,  three, 
or  four  weeks,  in  proportion  to  their  fize, 
that  the  members  may  have  an  opportunity 
of  infpedling  them. 

12.  A  member  who  fhaii  lofe,  or  in  any 
way  injure,  a  book  belonging  to  the  fociety, 

fhaii 
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ffiall  pay  the  full  value,  together  with  fudi 
fine  as  the  council  as  fhall  think  proper* 

15.  No  member*  the  librarian  or  his  de¬ 
puty  excepted,  fhall  take  down  any  book 
from  its  place. 

14.  All  books  fhall  be  returned  before  the 

general  meeting  in  January,  that  the  librarian 
on  entering  into  his  office,  may  fee  whether 
any  are  wanting.  Every  perfon  neglecting 
to  return  a  book  at  that  time*  fhall  forfeit 
half  of  its.  value*  1 

15.  No  books  fhall  be  pur  chafed  for  the 
life  of  the  fbeiety,  but  fuch  as  treat  of  phy- 
fical  fubjefls. 

1 6.  As  expending  the  money  of  thefociety 
properly  is  of  the  ntmoft  confequence,  the 
recommendation  to  purchafe  any  book*  fhall 
be  figned  by  three  members,  and  iirft  read 
in  the  council*  and  afterwards  on  two  fue- 
eeffive  nights' in  the  fociety. 

17*  For  any  book  above  three  guineas  in 
value,  ten  fellows ;  and  above  ten  guineas, 
twenty  fellows  rati  ft  be  pr-efent  before  a  bal¬ 
lot  can  be  taken. 

18.  No  book  fhall  be  pur  chafed  imlefs 
two-thirds  of  the  members  prefent  ballot  in 
its  favour* 


CHAP- 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

Of  the  Secretaries*  1 

i.  All  papers  intended  for  the  ufe  of  the 
fociety,  fhall  be  tranfmitted  to  one  of  the 
fecretaries,  who  fhall  deliver  them  to  the 
committee,  to  whofe  infpedtion  they  are  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  laws  of  the  fociety. 

The  fecretaries  fhall  take  an  exa£t  ac¬ 
count  of  all  the  tranfaftions  of  the  fociety, 

3.  They  fhall  read  the  minutes  of  the  for¬ 
mer  meeting,  and  alfo  any  papers  which  have 
been  referred  to  the  fociety  by  the  committees, 

4.  They  fhall  preferve  carefully  the  books 
relative  to  the  tranfadions  of  the  fociety, 
and  alfo  all  papers  committed  to  their  charge. 
Thefe  they  fhall  arrange  in  proper  order, 
and  have  ready  for  the  infpedtion  of  the  fo¬ 
ciety  at  all  meetings. 

5.  They  fhall  be  exadl  in  marking  the 
time  when  any  paper  is  delivered  to  them, 
that  no  perfon  may  be  robbed  of  the  title  to 
a  new  thought  or  difcovery. 

6.  One  of  the  fecretaries  fhall,  immediately 
after  every  election  of  a  member,  fend  notice 
thereof  to  the  perfon  eledted,  with  a  copy  of 
the  law  concerning  the  admiffion  of  members, 

7.  Upon  the  election  of  any  correfponding 
member,  a  letter  fhall  be  fent  him  by  one 
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of  the  fecretaries,  informing  him  of  the 
fame,  and  acquainting  him,  that  the  fociety 
hope  he  will,  from  time  to  time,  favour  them 
with  an  account  of  fuch  matters  as  may  come 
within  his  knowledge,  that  may  tend  to  the 
elucidation  or  improvement  of  any  of  the 
branches  of  medicine. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Of  the  Council \ 

1.  The  council  fhall  confift  of  the  officers 
of  the  fociety,  with  three  phyficians,  three 
furgeons,  and  three  apothecaries,  defied  by 
the  fociety. 

2.  The  council  {hall  chufe  a  chairman  and 
fecretary  out  of  their  own  members. 

3.  The  council  fhall  meet  on  Tuefdays  al- 
ternately  with  the  fociety,  and  have  a  power 
of  adjourning  themfelves  to  any  future  day 
at  pleafure,  giving  written  notice  of  fuch  ad¬ 
journment  to  every  member, 

4.  An  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  council 
may  be  held  at  any  time,  by  an  order  of  the 
prefident  of  the  fociety;  one  of  the  fecretaries 
giving  notice  of  the  meeting  to  every  member. 

5.  On  the  ordinary  nights  of  meeting, 
three  members  fhall  be  empowered  to  tranfaft 
bufinefs.  But  at  other  times,  the  prefence 
of  five  members  fhall  be  requifite. 
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6.  All  tranfa&ions  of  the  fociety,  the 
reading  medical  papers  alone  excepted,  fhall 
previoufly  pafs  through  the  council. 

7.  The  council  fhall  have  no  power  to 
'ftfake  new  regulations,  but  fhall  always  refer 
them  to  the  general  meetings  of  the  fociety 
appointed  for  that  purpofe. 

CHAPTER  Yh. 

Of  the  Committees . 

1.  There  fhall  be  three  committees,  con- 
fifting  of  five  fellows  in  each,  to  read  and 
prepare  for  the  infpedtion  of  the  fociety,  all 
fuch  medical  differtations  and  papers,  as  fhall 
be  delivered  to  them. 

2.  The  firft  fhall  confift  of  phyficians,  to 
Whom  fhall  be  referred  all  memoirs,  &c.  re¬ 
lating  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  phyfic. 

3.  The  fecond  fhall  confift  of  furgeons,  to 
whom  fhall  be  committed  all  papers  concern¬ 
ing  anatomy  and  furgery. 

4.  The  third  fhall  confift  of  apothecaries 
and  chymifts,  to  whom  fhall  be  delivered  all 
differtations  on  pharmacy,  chymiftry,  and 
drugs. 

5.  Thefe  committees  fhall  meet  every  Tuef- 
day  at  the  hour  of  fix  in  the  evening. 

6.  They  fhall  chufe  a  chairman  and  fecre- 
tary  from  their  own  number,  and  in  their 
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abfencc,  any  member  prefent  may  be  chofen 
to  officiate  for  that  meeting. 

7.  Each  committee  fhall  record  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  in  a  book  fet  apart  for 
that  purpofe,  which  fhall  be  read  to  the  fociety 
at  their  next  meeting  if  required. 

8.  Thefe  committees  fhall  lay  before  the 
fociety,  fuch  memoirs,  papers,  &c.  as  they 
may  judge  worthy  of  communication;  and 
no  difTertation  fhall  be  read  before  the  fociety, 
until  it  fhall  have  paffed  through  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  which  it  properly  belongs. 

9.  Thefe  committees  fhall  have  a  power 
to  fupprefs  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  a  paper, 
which  they  may  judge  improper  to  be  laid 
before  the  fociety,  previoufly  acquainting  the 
author  or  his  correfpondent  therewith. 

10.  The  particular  time  at  which  any  paper 
has  been  prefented  t£>  them  fhall  be  marked 
upon  it  by  the  fecretary,  and  figned  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

11.  Any  of  the  committees  may  afk  a 
conference  with  one  or  both  of  the  other 
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committees,  in  order  to  judge  of  papers, 
which  treat  of  mixed  fubje&s. 

12.  Any  fellow  who  chufes  to  attend  fhall 
have  an  equal  right  to  vote  or  deliver  his 
fentiments  with  thofe  who  are  appointed  of 
the  committee. 
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CHAPTER  XL 

Of  the  Ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Society . 

1.  The  foeiety  fhall  meet  on  every  alternate 
Tuefday,  at  the  hour  of  feven  in  the  evening* 

2.  The  book  of  regulations  fhall  lie  on  the 
table  before  the  prefident  at  all  meetings. 

3.  When  fix  fellows  fhall  be  prefent,  they 
may  proceed  to  bufinefs;  except  in  thofe  par¬ 
ticular  cafes  in  which  the  prefence  of  a  greater 
number  is  required  by  the  regulations. 

4.  Bufinefs  fhall  begin  by  reading  the  lift  of 
vihtors,  and  afterwards  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  meeting:  but  no  part  of  thefe  mi¬ 
nutes  fhall  be  difcuffed  until  the  whole  has 
been  read  over. 

5.  Such  parts  of  the  minutes  as  fhall  not 
be  objected  to  on  the  fecond  reading  of  them* 
article  by  article,  fhall  ftand  confirmed,  and 
be  fubfcribed  by  the  prefident. 

6.  The  minutes  of  the  council  fhall  be 
read. 

7.  Recommendations  of  perfons  defirous 
of  entering  into  the  foeiety  fhall  be  read,  and 
a  ballot  fhall  be  taken  for  thofe  perfons  who 
have  been  propofed  at  the  two  preceding 
meetings. 

8.  Medical  intelligence,  or  extradU  of  let¬ 
ters,  may  be  laid  before  the  foeiety. 
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9*  The  minutes  of  the  committees  (hall 
then  be  read  if  required,  and  fuch  papers  as 
have  been  by  them  referred  to  the  confider- 
ation  of  the  fociety. 

io.  No  new  bufinefs  fhall  be  entered  on 
after  the  hour  of  nine. 

CHAPTER  XII.  . 

Of  the  General  Meetings . 

1.  There  fhall  be  two  general  meetings  of 
the  fociety  every  year,  viz.  the  1 8th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary  and  the  4th  of  June,  for  confidering 
the  fate  of  the  fociety,  examining  the  books, 
fettling  the  accounts,  and  for  making  fuch 
alteration  in,  and  additions  to  the  regulations 
of  the  fociety,  as  may  be  thought  neceffary. 

2.  At  the  firft  of  thefe  meetings  fhall  be 
elected  the  officers,  council  and  committees 
for  the  year  enfuing.  Any  vacancies  which 
may  have  happened  on  the  lift  of  fellows 
fhall  be  filled.  And  a  member  fhall  be  no¬ 
minated  to  deliver  the  annual  oration  the 
fucceeding  year. 

3.  This  election  fhall  begin  at  one  o’clock 
and  clofe  half  an  hour  after  two. 

4.  Afterwards  there  fliall  be  delivered  the 
oration  on  the  beft  means  of  improving  the 
fcience  of  medicine. 

5.  Any 
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5*  Arly  member  who  fhail  be  chofen  to 
.give  the  annual  oration,  may  decline  it  within 
the  fpace  of  one  month  after  the  election,  on 
paying  a  fine  of  one  guinea,  and  another 
fhail  be  chofen  in  his  room  at  the  next  ordi¬ 
nary  meetings 

6.  At  the  fecond  meeting  the  honorary 
medals  fhail  be  conferred,  according  to  the 
regulations  fpecified  by  the  ibciety. 

7.  At  thefe.  meetings  the  prefident  fhail 
requeft  each  member  to  deliver  to  the  coun¬ 
cil,  at  the  end  of  every  month,  or  as  often 
as  may  be  convenient,  an  account  of  the  dif- 
orders  which  have  come  under  his  notice, 
that  a  compleat  hiftory  may  be  formed  of  the 
epidemic  difeafes  of  London* 

8.  No  member  fhail  be  propofed*  defied  or 

admitted  a  member  at  either  of  thefe  meetings. 

- 

CHAPTER  XIII. 
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Of  the  Gold  Medah 

t*  The  fociety  refolve  to  give  a  medal 
annually  to  the  author  of  the  beft  diflertation 
on  a  fubjeft  propofed  by  the  fociety,  for 
which  the  learned  of  all  countries  fhail  be 
invited  as  candidates. 

2.  No  fellow  or  candidate  of  the  fociety 
fhail  be  capable  of  entering  into  competition 
for  this  prize. 
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3*  Each  differtation  {hall  be  delivered  to 
the  fecretary,  written  in  a  legible  hand,  in  the 
Latin,  Englifh  or  French  language,  at  leaft 
two  months  before  the  meeting  for  adjudging 
the  medal. 

4.  With  it  fhall  be  delivered  a  fealed  packet, 
with  fome  device  on  the  outfide,  and  within 
the  author’s  name  and  dehgnation. 

5.  The  fame  device  fhall  be  put  upon  the 
differtation,  that  the  fociety  may  know  how 
to  add  refs  the  fuccefsful  candidate. 

6.  There  fhall  be  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  fociety  for  adjudging  this  medal,  con- 
lifting  of  the  council,  to  whom  fhall  be  joined 
fuch  other  members  as  the  fociety  fhall  think 
proper ;  and  their  fentence  fhall  be  final. 

7.  No  paper  with  the  name  of  the  author 
affixed  can  be  received,  that  the  committee 
may  decide  upon  the  merits  of  each,  without 
any  knowledge  of,  or  partiality  for  the  author. 

8.  All  the  differtations,  the  fuccefsful  one 
excepted,  fhall  be  returned,  if  defired,  with 
the  packets  unopened,  containing  the  names 
of  the  authors. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

Of  toe  making  and  repealing  of  Regulations. 

.  t 

1.  No  new  regulations  fhall  be  made,  nor 
old  ones  repealed  or  altered,  but, at  one  of  the 
two  general  meetings  of  the  fociety,  2. 
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2.  The  making  of  new  and  altering  of  old 
regulations  fhall  be  propofed  firft  in  the  coun¬ 
cil,  and  afterwards  be  read  in  the  fociety,  at 
leaft  one  month  before  the  general  meeting : 
they  fhall  be  hung  up  in  the  fociety’s  room 
until  that  time,  when  the  queftion,  whether 
fuch  propofals  be  admitted  or  not,  fhall  be 
determined  by  ballot. 

3.  If  two-thirds  of  the  fellows  prefent  bal¬ 
lot  in  favour  of  the  propofed  regulation,  it 
fhall  be  declared  a  law  of  the  fociety. 

«r 

CHAPTER  XV. 

Of  Papers  for  Publication.  ~ 

1.  All  papers  which  have  been  read  twice 
in  the  fociety  fhall  be  afterwards  referred  to 
the  confideration  of  the  council,  to  whom  the 
determination  of  all  queftions  concerning  the 
publication  of  papers  fhall  be  referred. 

2.  Every  member  of  the  council  fhall  have 
each  differtation  two  days  in  his  poffeflion. 

3.  Any  member,  through  whofe  negledl 
the  papers  are  detained,  during  the  circulation, 
longer  than  the  fpecified  time,  fhall  pay  one 
fhilling  for  every  fix  hours  a  paper  is  fo 
kept. 

4.  After  a  paper  fhall  have  thus  circulated 
among  all  the  members  of  the  council,  letters 
fhall  be  feat  to  them  by  the  fecretary,  re- 
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quelling  their  attendance  on  the  next  night 
of  meeting,  to  ballot  for  the  fame. 

5.  At  this  meeting  the  members  prefent 
fhall  decide  by  ballot  whether  the  paper 
fhall  be  inferted  in  the  manufcript  books  of 
the  fociety. 

6.  If  this  queftion  pafs  in  the  affirmative, 
all  further  proceedings  with  refpedt  to  it  fhall 
be  flopt : 

7.  But  if  the  queftion  pafs  in  the  negative, 
the  council  fhall  at  fome  fubfequent  meeting, 
notice  of  which  fhall  be  previoufly  given  to 
all  its  members,  proceed  to  decide  alfo  by 
ballot,  whether  fuch  paper  fhall  be  publifhed. 

8.  If  the  decifion  be  in  favour  of  the  pa¬ 
per,  it  fhall  Hand  for  confirmation  on  the  next 
night,  when  the  determination  fhall  be  final. 

9.  No  ballot  fhall  be  taken  for  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  any  paper,  unlefs  five  members  of 
the  council  are  prefent.  A  majority  of  the 
meeting  fhall  determine  whether  it  fhall  or 
fhall  not  be  publifhed.  If  a  majority  of  the 
council  determine  againft  the  publication  of  a 
paper,  no  entry  thereof  fhall  be  made  in  the 
minutes. 

10.  In  judging  of  a  paper  for  publication, 
the  council  fhall  have  a  power  to  call  in  to 
their  affiftance  three  other  fellows  of  the  fo¬ 
ciety,  who  are  confidered  as  well  {killed  in 
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that  particular  branch  of  medicine,  which  is 
the  fubjedt  of  the  paper. 

11.  They  {hall  give  their  opinions,  and 
their  votes  fhall  be  received,  as  to  that  paper 
only,  equally  with  any  member  of  the  council. 

12.  If  any  member  defire  that  the  paper 
may  be  read  previous  to  the  ballot,  ft  fhall 
be  complied  with. 

13.  If  on  the  ballot  the  number  of  votes 
for  and  againft  a  paper  be  equal,  the  confider- 
ation  of  it  {hall  be  adjourned  to  a  future  day  ; 
and  if  the  votes  be  equal  the  fecond  time,  the 
paper  fhall  be  rejected. 

14.  No  paper  fhajl  be  taken  out  of  the  pof- 
feflion  of  the  fecretary,  after  it  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  of  for  publication,  nor  fhall  any  alter¬ 
ations  be  made  in  it,  without  the  permifiion 
of  the  council.  Thefe  alterations  fhall  alfo 
go  through  the  fame  form  of  ballot  as  the 
original  paper ;  and  if  confiderable,  mufl 
likewife  be  circulated  among  the  members. 

15.  No  member  of  the  council  fhall  vote, 
or  be  prefent  when  the  propriety  of  publifh- 
ing  any  of  his  own  papers  is  agitated. 

16.  The  annual  oration  alone  fhall  be  ex¬ 
empt  from  this  mode. 

17.  If  any  motion  be  made  and  feconded, 
for  referring  it  to  the  confideration  of  the 
council,  a  meeting  of  the  council  fhall  be 
called  by  fpeclal  fummonfes  ;  Vvhere,  after  it 
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fhall  have  been  circulated  as  fpeedily  as  poftl- 
ble,  it  fhall  be  read  over  deliberately,  and  if 
five  members  be  prefent,  a  ballot  fhall  be 
taken,  concerning  the  propriety  of  printing 
it.  If  the  majority  be  in  its  favour,  it  muft 
Hand  over  for  confirmation  to  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  fociety. 

1 8.  The  member  who  delivers  the  oration 
lhall  not  be  prefent  at  this  meeting  of  the 
council,  or  fociety. 

19.  Each  member  of  the  fociety,  who  is 
not  in  arrear  fix  months,  fhall  receive  gratis 
from  the  librarian,  one  copy  of  fuch  memoirs, 
as  may  be  publifhed  from  time  to  time,  du¬ 
ring  his  continuance  in  the  fociety. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

Of  Benefactions  to  the  Society. 

Every  perfon  who  fhall  prefent  any  va¬ 
luable  gift  to  the  fociety  fhall  receive  their 
thanks,  and  have  his  name  regiftered  in  the 
catalogue  of  benefactors,  with  an  account  of 
his  donation. 
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CHAPTER  XVII. 

Of  Vifitors . 

1.  Each >  member  {hall  have  the  privilege 
of  introducing  two  vifitors  at  any  ordinary 
meeting  of  the  fociety. 

2.  Their  names  fhall  be  entered  in  the 
vifitors  lift,  and  they  fhall  be  introduced  into 
the  council-chamber  till  the  minutes  of  the 
former  meeting  have  been  read  and  difcufied. 

3.  They  fhall  then  be  introduced  into  the 
fociety ;  but  no  vifitors  fhall  be  afterwards 
admitted  without  a  particular  order  from  the 
prefident. 

4.  No  perfons,  except  members  of  the 
fociety,  can  be  admitted  to  hear  the  annual 
oration  without  a  written  permiflion  from 
the  prefident* 

CHAPTER  XVIII, 

General  Laws . 

1 .  No  member  fhall  vote  by  proxy, 

2.  All  queftions,  except  thofe  already  fpe- 
cified,  fhall  be  determined  by  the  majority 
of  the  fellows  prefent. 
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3.  No  queftion  fhall  be  put  on  any  mo- 
tion,  unlefs  the  motion  be  feconded. 

4.  No  refolution,  except  thofe  already 
mentioned,  fhall  be  valid,  until  it  fhall  have 
been  approved  of  at  two  meetings. 

5.  When  the  determination  of  the  fociety 
is  required  on  a  queftion,  it  fhall  be  in  the 
power  of  any  fellow  to  demand  that  it  fhall 
be  taken  by  ballot. 

6.  No  refolutions  which  may  be  made  at 
any  meeting  of  the  fociety  fhall  be  valid, 
unlefs  fix  fellows  be  prefent. 

7.  All  fines  fhall  be  paid  to  the  trea- 
furer,  and  applied  to  the  general  ufe  of  the 
fociety. 

8.  Any  perfon  who  intends  to  fpeak  in 
the  fociety,  fhall  rife  up  and  addrefs  him- 
felf  to  the  prefident. 

9.  When  two  or  more  offer  to  fpeak  at 
the  fame  time,  the  prefident  fhall  determine 
which  of  them  fhall  deliver  his  fentiments 
firft. 

10.  On  a  motion  being  made  and  fe¬ 
conded,  any  fellow  may  demand  the  fenfe 
of  the  fociety  beihg  previoufly  taken  whether 
fuch  queftion  fhall  be  put. 

11.  All  matters  of  complaint  fhall  firft 
be  laid  before  the  council,  who  fhall  bring 
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fuch  only,  avS  they  cannot  adjuft,  before  the 
fociety, 

12.  No  member  ihall  fpeak  more  than 
twice  upon  any  fubjedt  under  confideration, 
until  all  the  members  prefent,  who  are  in¬ 
clined  to  fpeak,  fhall  have  delivered  their 

fentiments. 
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
